An Editorial 


OUR COURT DISTRICT 


Sierra Madre residents this week won a political victory. This is 
newsworthy because as a rule only individuals interested in politics 
win political victories. 

The Board of Supervisors is 
county into inferior court judicial districts 
the voters which last November approved a 
amendment. 

The board had been told to "ignore politics" and keep faith with 
the people by Chief Justice Phil S. Gibson of the State Supreme 
Court. But when it comes to moving judges out of their jobs and 
arranging the courts, it is hard to forget political commitments 
and considerations. 

The courts were established for the people—not for judges and 
attornies. Sometimes it is hard for judges and attornies to realize 
this. 

But the Board of Supervisors voted 4 to 1 (Supervisor Herbert 
C. Legg of the First District dissenting) to give consideration to 
something other than politics in Sierra Madre's problem. 

In the belief that the courts should be as readily available to the 
people as possible, the Board voted to put Sierra Madre in Pasa¬ 
dena principally because there is public transportation only to

state constitutional district on January 1, 1953. 

The other four members of 
the county board agreed that 
residents of Sierra Madre would 
be better served if joined to 
Pasadena. 

They voted for this realign¬ 
ment because: 

1. Sierra Madre has public 
transportation only to Pasa¬ 
dena. 

(To get to Monrovia where 
the other court seat will be es- 
t a b 1 i s h e d, Sierra Madreans 
would have to travel by public 
transportation to San Marino 
and then transfer to an out-go¬ 
ing car to Monrovia.) 

2. General traffic habits of 
most Sierra Madreans are 
through Pasadena. 

(By being joined to the Pasa¬ 
dena Court most Sierra Madre¬ 
ans would find it more conven¬ 
ient in posting bail for such 
minor things as parking tick¬ 
ets and minor traffic citations.) 

The four members of the 
board voting for joining Sierra 
Madre to Pasadena had taken 
heed of the advice of State Su¬ 
preme Court Justice Phil S. 
Gibson, who, during two meet¬ 
ings with the supervisors, de¬ 
clared: ‘‘At any expense keep 
politics out of the court reor¬ 
ganization.” 

The reorganization of the in¬ 
ferior courts of the county will 
be affected under provisions 
of Proposition 3 which was ap¬ 
proved by voters of the state 
last November 7.

A property owner protested her assessment for the new busi¬ 
ness district street lighting system Tuesday night on grounds 
that the new lights “have proved totally unsatisfactory.” 

Mary D. Caley, who owns six stores in the Kersting Court area, 
wrote (he City Council that her six tenants are “disappointed and 
disgusted” with the new light¬ 
ing system. 

The Council, however, over¬ 
ruled and denied Mrs. Caley’s 
protest and confirmed the as¬ 
sessment. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier, 
who made the motion, stated 
that he understood the lights 
were put in as requested by 
property owners in the district 
and that the city, therefore, 
cannot be blamed for any lack 
of light in the area. 

Mr. Korsmeier said he under¬ 
stood the property owners made 
a change in the original Edison 
Company plan "to effect a sav¬ 
ing.” 

Mrs. Caley pointed out that 
the six stores are supposed to 
receive adequate lighting from 
the one standard with its sick¬ 
ly flicker, located in front of 
the Sierra Madre Newsstand.

Garbage Rates 
To Rise 100% 
For Residents 


School Tax 
Proposal for 
One Year Only 


The Councilmen spent 20 
minutes Tuesday night debat¬ 
ing what to write County Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer Wayne Al¬ 
len r e g a r d i ng the proposed 
plan of freeways for the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area. 

But the Board of Supervisors 
had already taken action on 
Tuesday morning on the recom¬ 
mendations made by 30 other 
cities. Ho, hum. 


The cost of garbage collec¬ 
tion soared 100 per cent for Si¬ 
erra Madreans this week as the 
City Council gave first read¬ 
ing to an amendment to the 
city’s garbage ordinance. 

Under the amendment, the 
monthly collection fees for sin¬ 
gle-family dwelling units will 
rise from 50 cents to $1. The 
50-cent rate has been in effect 
since January of 1947. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
pointed out that the rate in¬ 
crease is necessary because the 
garbage collection at present 
is costing the city exactly $1 
a month for each single-family 
dwelling. He said the city, in 
effect, has been underwriting 
this difference since the costs 
of operating went up. 

The amendment also calls 
for a rate of 50 cents for each 
unit of a m u 11 i p 1 e-family 
dwelling, with a minimum of 
$1.50 and a maximum of $8 
per month per water meter. 

For com m e r c i al establish¬ 
ments or other places of “un¬ 
usual accumulation” of gar¬ 
bage or non-combustible ma¬ 
terials, the rate will be “no 
less than $1.50 a month.” 


The two young Sierra Madre 
wives who were critically in¬ 
jured in a highway collision 
March 1 are showing “definite 
improvement,” it was reported 
Tuesday.

ment means that Sierra Ma- 
dre’s city police court will be 
eliminated. This elimination 
will take place in January, 
1953, after municipal court 
judges are elected for the dis¬ 
trict next year. 

All city ordinances will be 
enforced through the municipal 
court instead of the city police 
court. Parking and traffic cita¬ 
tions will have to be taken to 
the municipal court. The city 
will receive a return directly 
from the court from fines col¬ 
lected tor city ordinance viola¬ 
tions. 

It was Supervisor Raymond 
V. Darby who made the motion 
for the inclusion of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre in the Pasadena Court dis¬ 
trict. He cited the transporta¬ 
tion problem of the city and 
the general travel habits of the 
residents of Sierra Madre as 
legitimate reasons for placing 
Sierra Madre in the Pasadena 
court. 

He was supported by Super¬ 
visors Leonard Roach, John 
Anson Ford and Chairman Rog¬ 
er W. Jessup. 

Supervisor Roach said that he 
would not go along with ap¬ 
proving three municipal court 
judges for Pasadena unless Si¬ 
erra Madre were included. 

Supervisor Legg declared that 
the issue in Sierra Madre was 
"highly controversial.” He was 
told however, that the matter 
was not controversial among 
residents or businessmen of 
the city. 

The directors of the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Commerce 
unanimously adopted a resolu¬ 
tion asking the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors to include the city in 
the Pasadena district .princi¬ 
pally because of the transpor¬ 
tation problem. 

This action of the Chamber 
was affirmed at a later meet¬ 
ing. 

The City Council, however, 
adopted a resolution on motion 
of Councilman Noren Eaton, 
asking the board to place Sierra 
Madre in the old Monrovia dis¬ 
trict. Only three members of 
the council—William Kinney, 
Alexander Black and Mr. Eat¬ 
on—were present at that meet¬ 
ing. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
and City Judge John C. Mead, 
however, had declared them¬ 
selves in favor of joining with 
Pasadena,

A PE spokesman said the 
dip on Grandview at Sycamore 
Place and the narrowness and 
poor condition of portions of 
the street make Grandview ob¬ 
jectionable for bus use.

“With a loop route at the
